10-to-1; Industry's Highest Ratio 


PACKARD'S CLAIM THAT ITS 1956 10-TO-1 compression ratio engine gives up to 20 
per cent more fuel economy without premium fuel, needs explana- 
tion. Tests were made with regular gas of a brand close to most 
premium fuels in octane rating. Packard's ratio, the highest in 
the industry, probably will cause some detonation on most regular 
grade fuels. 


Automobile Prices Range Upward 


CHRYSLER DIVISION HAS INCREASED PRICES on its Windsor and New Yorker series of 
cars by from $153 to $248. Prices on the Imperial cars have been 
boosted $274 on the four-door sedan and $300 on the two-door 
Southampton hardtop. 


INCREASES ON PONTIAC CARS go from $88 on the lowest priced Chieftain 860 
series to $117 on the highest priced Star Chief line. Pontiac's 
new Strato-Flight Hydra-Matic transmission is priced at $190, 
about $12 above the regular Hydra-Matic. 


1956 CHEVROLETS ARE UP about 4.4 per cent in price over comparable '55 models. 
The suggested list prices, which exclude excise and other taxes 
plus distribution and handling charges, are $49 to $84 higher. 


1956 Models Bootlegged 


NEW MODELS HAVE BROUGHT NO LETUP IN BOOTLEGGING. Already some 1956 cars have 
shown up on used car lots and auctions at far under list price. 
A fleet buyer reports he was approached by two Detroit dealers to 


take a sizable quantity of 1956's to dispose of any way he saw 
fit. 5 


Program to Boost Service Prestige 


THE AUTOMOBILE MANUFACTURERS ASSOCIATION very shortly will attack problems of 
mechanic shortage and training. Late this month it will announce 
a cooperative program with the American Vocational Association for 
training automotive mechanics and for up-grading the profession. 
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Dual Headlights Coming 


EVEN THOUGH CADILLAC DECIDED to drop plans for dual headlights on its 
El Dorado Brougham, multiple headlighting is on the way. Repre- 
sentatives of the automotive and electrical industries are work- 
ing on multiple light specifications. 


14 Inch Tires—A Lower Illusion 


THE EXPECTED SWITCH TO 14 INCH TIRES on 1957 models reportedly is to make cars 
lower. Actually because of greater tire section height, the cars 
will be lowered only % inch. However, a ‘fatter’ tire with the 
smaller wheel will give the illusion of a lower car. 


IT STILL IS UNCERTAIN whether all companies or only those in the middle price 
range will go to the 14-inch wheel. Even further reduction in 
tire size over the next few years iS possible. Manufacturers are 
now working on brake systems for 13-inch wheels. 


Central Lube Systems Ignored 


CAR MAKERS, OTHER THAN LINCOLN AND MERCURY, show little interest in one-shot 
lubrication systems. The trend seems to be toward fewer lubrica- 
tion points and heavier greases. One large supplier reportedly 
has developed a front suspension system requiring lubrication 
every 50,000 miles. 


THE CHIEF OBJECTIONS TO ONE=SHOT LUBE SYSTEMS are use of oil rather than 
grease, inability to tell when individual fittings are not taking 
grease, and difficulty with the tube attachment to fittings.

FEDERAL EXCISE TAXES ON CARS have hit hardest the voters Congress is supposed 
to like best =- the "little fellows." Adm. Frederick J. Bell, 
executive vice president, National Automobile Dealers Association, 
recently pointed this out on Capitol Hill. 


MORE THAN 75 PER CENT of car owners are in the lower income groups, he said. 
He added that a high percentage use their cars in earning a living 
and are forced to carry an unjust burden of excises. 
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Businessman Teetor Lauded for Service 


COMMERCE SECRETARY WEEKS COMMENDS LOTHAIR TEETOR, former Perfect Circle Cor- 
poration chairman, for his government service.

Early Business Census Results 


SOME EARLY RESULTS of the new government census of service and retail trades 
are being revealed this month by the U. S. Census Bureau. These 
give details on such subjects as total sales and payrolls of 
business in each state and county and each town with at least 
2,500 residents. 


STATE BULLETINS DEALING WITH TYPES of business will follow shortly. Reports 
of sales and service on a national basis will come later. 


Tax Refunds Asked on Flood Gas 


CONGRESS NEXT YEAR MAY CONSIDER granting gasoline tax refunds to business 
firms which lose stocks of stored gas in hurricanes or floods. 
Gas distributors argued for the refunds before a group of 
congressmen last month. 


THEY ASKED WHY a retailer who collects taxes for the government must take the 
loss if his stocks are washed out. He now has no way to recover 
taxes already paid on destroyed items. 


207 Million People by 1975 


MARKETS FOR NEW CARS and the services needed to keep them rolling are headed 
for a sizable growth. Forecasters in the government have come up 
with one prediction that the U. S. will have at least 207 million 
people in 1975. 


Chrysler Executive Takes BDSA Reins 


NOW DIRECTING THE AUTOMOTIVE DIVISION, Business and Defense Services Adminis- 
tration, is William J. Jones, on loan from the Chrysler Corpor- 
ation. He succeeds Joseph W. Eskridge, who completed six months 
with BDSA before returning to American Motors Corp. as manufactur- 
ing vice president. 


THE NEW DIRECTOR began his career in the automotive field more than 30 years 
ago. Last January, he was named assistant general production 
manager of Chrysler. 


Dealers Go All Out to Help Investigation 


AUTOMOBILE DEALERS ARE GIVING REAL HELP to the Senate group investigating car 
marketing practices. The Monroney subcommittee staff, which has 
gone into the field to talk in person with the men who sell cars, 
describes dealers as most cooperative. 


MAILED REPLIES TO THE SUBCOMMITTEE'S LIST of questions had slowed to a trickle 


late in October. By that time, answers were in from about 19,000 
dealers. 
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First Order of Business 


UST the other week William F. Hufstader, 

vice-president of General Motors, expressed 
the hope that Congress will make its first order 
of business the enactment of an adequate aid 
highway program when Congress convenes in 
January. 

Mr. Hufstader makes no bones about the fact 
that “the demands of public safety, of economic 
expansion and of national security are too com- 
pelling’” to permit further delays in road im- 
provement. 

His hope is one in which all in the automotive 
industry can heartily join. 

To get the highway program top spot on the 
totem pole of Congressional consideration Mr. 
Hufstader suggests that “people should tell their 
representatives now that they want better roads, 
that they are willing to pay for them and that 
they will support any reasonable financing plan.” 

At present, he noted, lack of adequate appropri-

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ations and uncertainty about the future federal 
aid program are holding up progress on major 
construction projects throughout the country. 
“The automobile industry has not advanced or 
supported any specific financing plan,” he added,

Why Trade Associations ? 


The reason for trade associations is often a 
topic at one time or another. Here’s some 
“vitamin-rich” food for thought next time the 
subject comes up in your vicinity. 

“Just why do we have trade associations? 
What are they set up to do?” asks Raymond 
Blattenberger, public printer of the United 
States. “For my money,” he answers during 
his recent address to the Virginia State Printers 
Association, “the whole idea, the whole phi- 
losophy of a trade association, can be summed up 
in these three words: People working together. 

“T would no more want to be in an industry 
without a trade association than in a community 
without churches. Just as churches set the moral 
environment in which to live and raise a family, 
so do trade associations set the ethical and eco- 
nomic environment in which to run a business. 

“Trade associations ... are a part of a great 
experiment in democracy, a bulwark against gov- 


ernment regulations and dictatorship, a protector 


of our free enterprise system. 


“Trade association activity, considered in its 
broadest aspects, makes for more intelligent pro- 
duction, distribution, and selling, and brings us 
closer to our goal of more things for more 


people.”

PART from safety hazards due 
to faulty brakes, steering gear, 
and other major parts, many of the 
older cars have become oil hogs 
and smokers. 

Because of the _ insufferable 
smog problem being experienced 
on the West Coast, many large 
communities now are very much 
concerned about the possibility of 
serious air pollution—even though 
smoking exhausts may not be a 
serious source of contamination. 

In Detroit, to cite only one ex- 
ample, the City Council recently 
directed the Smoke Abatement 
Bureau to study the situation and 
come up with definite recommen- 
dations. As a result, the council is 
to act before the end of 1955 on a 
proposal, in the form of an amend- 
ment to the traffic ordinance, 
which would define unreasonable 
and unlawful smoke “as meaning 
any emission visible three feet be- 
yond the end of the exhaust pipe.” 
In its actual enforcement, assum- 
ing the amendment is approved, 
consideration may be given to ex- 
ceptions in the case of cold en- 
gines operating in cold weather.

Aligning Doors 











in the Chrysler Family 


Car doors get out of line; some by accident 


and others by wear. The body man who points 


out those poorly aligned doors to a customer

DOOR that is out of alignment, no matter 
how slightly, deters from the overall good 
appearance of an automobile. This is espe- 

cially true with a new car. It is equally impor- 
tant to consider that misalignment invites water 
leakage and very often creates many unneces- 
sary rattles. In addition the safety factor must 
not be overlooked.

A customer wants his car‘to look its best 
and he wants it to be as safe as possible. How- 
ever, he probably won’t bother to get a simple 
door adjustment unless the fault is pointed out 
to him. It is up to the shop to sell him on the 
idea that an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of insurance claims. A little salesmanship 
will remind the customer of the need to keep his

Four Door Alignment 


It is recommended that an overall door align- 
ment inspection should begin with a check 
of the spacing at the forward edge of the front 
door flange. If the spacing is found to be im- 
proper between this and the rear edge of the 
fender and cowl follow the procedure described 
below. When positioning of the front door is 
completed, move on to the rear door checking 
and adjusting it as needed. 

When poor alignment is noted on any door 
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Alignment here will require that the hinge screws 
be loosened and the door moved toward the pillar. 


Too low in the opening, this door must be raised and 
centered. After this the striker plate is adjusted. 








first check the striker plate and dovetail align- 
ment. For instance, if the door rises or drops 
slightly as it is opened, a dovetail adjustment 
may be the extent of needed repairs. If this 
procedure does not make the desired correc- 
tions then go on with a more extensive treat- 
ment. 

Where it is necessary to shift the hinges it 
is a good idea to scribe a line around the hinge 
plate to spot the amount of movement. There is 
a recommended procedure for each given mis- 
alignment problem. 

In the case of the gap between the rear edge 
of the fender and the leading edge of the door

Then weld to its 
side a 4% inch washer so the larger 
washer, which serves as a wrench, 
can be removed easily. After re- 
moving the filter, the center bolt is 
pushed back thereby releasing the 
spring tension. The open washer 
is pushed over the bolt, next to its 
head. This permits starting the 
filter threads by hand to get them 
straight. Pliers are used to remove 
the tool.

Ac- 
complishments, according to Chev- 
rolet engineers, are reduced engine 
wear and longer life for moving 
parts. 


Safety Features 


Among safety features in the 
1956 Chevrolet line are the avail- 
ability of seat belts and shoul- 
der harness; improved, precision- 
aimed headlights and crash-tested 
door locks to minimize the possi- 
bility of doors being sprung open 
by shock or collision. 

The safety lock was introduced 
on Chevrolet models last summer. 
The design includes a flange on 
the door portion of the car which 
overlaps another flange on the 
striker mounted on the body pillar. 
The overlap, or interlock, is de- 
signed to prevent disengagement 
of the two parts in event of a 
collision. 

In the 1956 Chevrolet, the grille 
is a wider, lattice-work design. 
Fender lines at the front and rear 
are higher and straighter. The 
hood plane is flatter and extends

Plymouth has made available a 
wider selection of body types and 
models in its 1956 line than in 1955. 
There are now four separate lines 
and 15 models. Added to the Plyr- 
outh line-up are a four-door hard- 
top in the Belvedere line and a two- 
door hardtop in the Savoy line. 

The Suburbans are now a sepua- 
rate line of cars: The four-door 
Sport Suburban, two-door and four- 
door Custom Suburban and two- 
door Deluxe Suburban. The four- 
door models are available with a 
third seat which increases passen- 
ger capacity to eight. 

In the Belvedere line there are 
five models: four-door sedan, four- 
door hardtop, two-door club sedan, 
two-door hardtop and convertible. 
Plymouth’s middle line, the Savoy 
group, is made up of a four-door 
sedan, two-door club sedan and two- 
door hardtop. The Plaza group, 
priced lower than the Belvedere 
and Savoy, is composed of a four- 
door sedan, two-door club sedan and 
three-passenger coupe.

Bright Opportunity 

Meanwhile, here is a bright op- 
portunity for repair shops and 
service departments to cash in on 
an enormous new business poten- 
tial in labor and parts sales—not 
only good business but a public 
service as well. Too many of the 
older cars on the road need ear- 
buretor overhaul and adjustment. 
Many of the engines are overdue 
for complete overhaul, including 
piston and ring replacement. On 
many cars the exhaust system re- 
quires overhaul and replacement 
of gaskets, worn out mulllers and 
tailpipes. 

What is the potential market in 
terms of cars? According to the 
July issue of Moror AGE, 42 per 
cent of the cars in use in 1954 
were in the age group of 4 to 9 
years old. In the age group 9 years 
and over, the per cent figure was 
18.54. Together, the two groups ac- 
count for over 60.5 per cent of 
cars in use! 


It’s a big market, one that de- 
serves special effort. It may well 
be worth cooperative action in 
various communities to promote 
driver education along preventive 
maintenance lines—through news- 
paper advertising, spot radio and 
TV announcements. This educa- 
tional program might be beyond 
the means of individual shops. But 
cooperative action would reduce 
the cost to a bare minimum. Too, 
it would doubtless have the sup- 
port of many manufacturers in all 
phases of the industry. 


Such teamwork not only will 
bring in new business; it will be a 
public service as well, bound to be 
appreciated by the communities 
and law enforcement agencies.

hp and the optional LeMans Du:l 
Jetfire 6 is increased to 145 hp. 

The new V-8 engine develops 320 
lb-ft of torque at 2,200-2,500 rpm. 
The compression ratio is up to 9.55 
to 1, and displacement totals 352 
cu in. The V-8, a completely coun- 
terbalanced engine, has larger in- 
take valves and is equipped with 
an oil filter and oil bath air cleaner 
as standard equipment. 

The new Statesman powerplant 
has the highest ratio of horse- 
power to cubic-inch displacement 
of any six-cylinder engine, reports 
Nash engineers. Maximum econ- 
omy is obtained through the over- 
head-valve system, Iso-Thermal six- 
port intake manifold, Duoflo—twin 
throat — downdraft carburetion 
and highly efficient combustion 
chambers. Premium fuel is not 
required. 

The Statesman engine has a 
torque rating of 175 lb-ft at 1,800 
rpm and a compression ratio of 
7.44 to 1. 

Four transmissions again are of- 
fered. Synchromesh transmission 
is standard equipment on all six- 
cylinder Nash cars. The case of 
the Twin Ultramatic has been 
changed from cast iron to cast alu- 
minum to reduce weight and allow 
better heat dissipation.

Valve timing for Dynaflow 
equipped cars has been changed— 
exhaust valves opening three de- 
grees earlier, closing two degrees 
later; while intake valves open 
two degrees earlier, closing three 
degrees later.

has a compression ratio of 9.75 to 
1. Displacement is 365 cu in. Ho 
rating is 285. This compares with 
the 9 to 1 compression ratio, 331 
cu in displacement, and 250 hop 
of the 1955 engine. 

Design features of the engine 
include a more rigid block, a more 
durable crankshaft due to larger 
journals, modified valve lifters, and 
new pistons and piston rings. 

Through the use of high lift 
cams, new cylinder heads with 
larger ports, larger redesigned in- 
take and exhaust manifolds and 
a larger carburetor, the breathing 
efficiency of the engine has been 
improved. 

Additional en gine refinements 
according to Cadillac engineers 
are: new spark plugs; a new 
sealed voltage regulator; an in- 
creased torque starting motor; a 
new distributor; a new fan which 
provides a 20% increase in air- 
flow, an improved fuel pump; and 
improved hydraulic valve lifters 
which prevent power loss at high 
engine speeds. 


New Hydra-Matic 


To gain advantage of the en- 
gine’s added power, Cadillac is in- 
troducing a new Hydra-Matic 
transmission.

Chrysler and Ford 
Make Safety Grants 


President Deane W. Mallott of 
Cornell University announced re- 
cently that two grants of $200,000 
each were allocated to the univer- 
sity by Chrysler Corporation and 
Ford Motor Company for expansion 
of the Automotive Crash Research 
program centered at the Depart- 
ment of Public Health and Preven- 
tive Medicine, Cornell University 
Medical College, in New York City. 
In announcing these grants, Presi- 
dent Mallott stated that the $400,- 
000 will be used during the next 
two years to further research in 
the interest of the traveling public 
and the automotive industry. 

This project, initially established 
at the Medical College in 1942, was 
an academic research undertaken to 
explore the relationships between 
impact and the production of in- 
juries on the human body. The 
present program on causes of in- 
juries in automobile accidents is an 
outgrowth of the basic research in- 
augurated by Hugh DeHaven and 
is one of several phases of very ac- 
tive research in automotive safety 
problems carried on by Cornell 
University.

will get into a second class, that of 
feeling sorry for himself, in which 
case the bony part of his spine 
turns into a soft colloidal substance 
known as “soap” and he is abso- 
lutely worthless. 

The second class of lad—I gen- 
erally have very few of them—is 
the slicker, the mucker, who tries 
to get by by playing unfair foot- 
ball. And I tell that type of boy 
that we cannot afford to have him 
on the team, for he will bring dis- 
credit on our organization, and also 
impress on him that slugging and 
unfairness does not pay either in 
a game or in life after leaving 
school. 

Then, third, there is the boy 
who lacks courage, who is afraid. 
What is courage? Courage means 
to be afraid to do something and 
still going ahead and doing it. If 
a man has character, the right 
kind of energy, mental ability, he 
will learn that fear is something 
to overcome and not to run away 
from. 

And before the first game of the 
year I talk to them again along 
the same lines on ambition.

where I have seen the lads give 
up, I talk to them further some 
noon on ambition.

I, of course, thought 
the game was pretty well over and 
felt that the one point lead we had 
was sufficient to win, but just then 
the Southern California boys be- 
gan to collect themselves and 
started an irresistible drive down 
the field. I changed my guards, 
tackles, and still on they came 
three and four yards at a time 
over our goal line for a touchdown 
and, although they missed the goal, 
that made the score 12 to 7 in 
favor of Southern California with 
about three minutes to play. Well, 
I said, “I guess it is all over but 
the shouting.” 

We elected to receive the kickoff 
and brought the ball back to the 
20-yard line. Here we tried three 
plays without making an inch, so 
finally on the fourth down kicked 
down the field to Southern Cali- 
fornia, who, much to my very pleas- 
ant surprise, punted the ball right 
back as if to say: “There it is— 
what are you going to do with it?”

bottom front edge of the door 
while the top is binding at the 
hinge pillar these steps should be 
taken: 

Loosen the screws in the top 
hinge and pull down on the upper 
rear corner of the opened door. 
This will move the front of the 
door away from the pillar. After 
retightening the screws in the top 
hinge, loosen those in the lower 
hinge. As before, pull down on 
the door, this time the bottom half 
of the door will move to the pil- 
lar. Tighten the screws and finish 
up. 

The adjustments just described 
put the door in a new position and 
make it necessary to readjust the 
striker plate. A good test for 
proper weatherstrip compression 
is to close the door on a shipping 
tag. A fair amount of resistance 
should be gotten when the tag is 
withdrawn from the closed door, 
otherwise, a good seal has not 
been obtained by the adjustment.

the jack is removed readjust the 
striker plate to accommodate the 
new position. When the rear door 
binds at its lower rear corner 
place a jack under the rear corner 
of the opened door. After the pil- 
lar trim is removed loosen the 
pillar hinge screws. Move the 
door forward by raising the jack 
and tighten the screws. 

In the event that this adjust- 
ment does not remedy the prob- 
lem the number four body bolts 
must be loosened and the shim 
removed from between the body 
and frame. More clearance will 
be gotten at the door corner by 
doing this. The body bolts are 
tightened to 15 lb-ft of torque. 

In a case where the rear door is 
too low in the opening leaving a 
wide gap at the top, a jack is 
placed under the center of the 
door. The screws in both hinges 
are loosened at the door. Raise 
the jack until the door is properly 
centered and tighten the screws. 
Check striker plate and readjust.

A new hydraulic steering gear, 
which will be used in 1956 General 
Motors and other cars, is now in 
full-scale production at Saginaw 
Steering Gear Division of General 
Motors Corporation. The new gear, 
which is radically different in de- 
sign from that of the past year, 





has been undergoing intensive de- 
velopment, including hundreds of 
laboratory tests and many thou- 
sands of miles of road testing, for 
the past twelve months or more. 
The 1956 gear retains the re- 
circulating ball screw and _ nut

blance to its predecessor. The re- 
circulating ball nut is fixed in a 
part called the piston-rack, and the 
latter part, as its name implies, 
serves both as the hydraulic piston 
and as the rack, which meshes with 
sector teeth of pitman shaft. 

The piston-rack moves back and 
forth in a smooth bore of the 
housing casting, so that the steer- 
ing gear housing itself serves as 
the hydraulic cylinder. The re-cir- 
culating ball screw is mounted in 
a small needle bearing near the top 
of the gear, and the thrust of the 
screw is taken by a specially de- 
signed ball thrust bearing. 

This bearing includes a novel 
system of centering springs so that 
the screw is fixed in a “neutral”

axial position when the loads on 
the gear are light. The bearing 
permits a limited amount of axial 
movement of the screw, however, 
as loads of any consequence are en- 
countered. 

Axial movement of the screw is 
transmitted by means of a unique 
lever to the hydraulic control valve, 
which is in neutral position when 
the loads are light, but directs 
pressure oil to one side of the pis- 
ton or the other as the slight axial 
shift of the screw takes place.

pressure line from the pump, and 
one for the return line. With many 
of the gears, the screw is compara- 
tively short, projecting only a short 
distance from the top of the gear. 
In this case the driven yoke of a 
flexible disc coupling is fastened 
to the upper end of the screw. The 
driving yoke of the coupling is 
fastened to the lower end of the 


steering shaft proper, which is en- 
closed within a jacket in the driver 
compartment in the usual way. 

The flexible coupling transmits 
the rotation of the steering wheel 
to the screw without any loss of 
motion, but allows the slight axial 
motion of the screw for actuation 
of the valve without transmission 
of this motion to the wheel.

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New Stock Car Mark 
Set for Peak Climb 


Pike’s Peak, whose cloud-shroud- 
ed crest has been a challenge to 
man ever since it was first spotted 
by Captain Zebulon M. Pike 150 
years ago, has become the scene of 
automotive exploits. With contin- 
uing engineering programs to per- 
fect every mechanical component 
of an automobile, manufacturers 
have found the famous site an ex- 
ceptional proving area to put to 
the supreme test the maneuver- 
ability, handling ease and safety 
features of a car. 

The gravel roadway up the 
mountain-side rises almost a mile 
in covering 12. It presents a 
weird assortment of climbing 
curves and cutbacks. One hun- 
dred and seventy officially listed 
turns can simulate present-day 
traffic emergencies that require a 
sudden pickup or steering re- 
sponse. A drive starting in sum- 
mer climate may end in a snow- 
storm. This sharp drop in tem- 
perature adds a further element 
to the test. 

In engineering work on auto- 
mobiles over the Peak highway a 
number of companies have both 
formally and informally taken a 
shot at the record for the climb. 
Until this year, however, no one 
had beaten the 19 minutes, 25.7 
seconds that was established as a 
stock car mark in 1934. Then in 
September, a Chevrolet sedan 
made a successful bid. 

The Chevrolet run was doubly 
interesting because a 1956 model, 
not yet shown to the public, was 
used and for that reason had to be 
kept under wraps. (see photo at 
top left). To camouflage its ap- 
pearance, engineers used plastic 
“hoods” at the front and rear and 
striped the car a black and white. 
Zora Arkus-Duntov, well-known 
race driver and Chevrolet engi- 
neer, was the pilot. 

To make the timing official] and 
to assure that the car would have 
a “stock” certification Chevrolet 
called in the National Association 
for Stock Car Auto Racing. 
NASCAR posted men at the start

This strangely- 
shaped landmark, a favorite for 
amateur photographers, is nine 
miles from the starting line and 
beyond the most treacherous 
writhings of the highway. His 
time at this check point was well 
within the limit he had set for 
himself. 

Five miles farther along the 
driver took the checkered flag that 
meant his dash was over. His 
elapsed time was 17 minutes, 24.05 
seconds, two minutes lower than 
the record. 

With the time “official” it re- 
mained only for NASCAR men to 
tear down the car and check parts 
against 1956 “stock” specifica- 
tions. The automobile was then 
certified as the forthcoming pro- 
duction model passenger car.
